Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



2. Claim 1 -3 are objected to because of the following informalities:

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Holland, Jr. U.S. 
Patent No. 4,582,013. 

Holland disclose an apparatus for controlling turbines rpm's as change occur in the speed 
of the wind flows, wherein a plurality of centrifugal weight (41 ) attached to a hub that extend or 
retract via a jackscrew (44) gear, wherein each weight is also fixed to a guide to prevent

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uncontrolled rotation, said hub weight and guides (G) are under motor control and attached to the 
downwind (on shore) end of the low speed shaft, wherein centrifugal weight are extended or 
retract to maintain desired low speed shaft rpm's in changing wind speeds (column 21 line 60-68 
and column 22 lines 1-15) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art arc 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 2and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Holland, Jr. 
U.S. Patent No. 4,582,013 in view of Lund U.S. Patent No. 4,585,950. 

Holland as applied above discloses the claimed inventions except for additional 
generators are brought into play as sufficient additional rolling torque becomes available on the 
low speed shaft. 

However, Lund disclose a wind turbine (10) with multiple generators (30,32,34,36 and 
38) in which as wind velocity increases, the generators (30,32,34,36 and 38) are successively 
activated until all of the generators (30,32,34,36 and 38) are operating at a maximum wind 
velocity and as the wind velocity decreases, the generators (30,32,34,36 and 38) arc successively 
de-activated until all of the generators are inoperative below a minimum wind velocity for 
producing electrical power. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to Holland's and provide a wind turbine wherein additional generators are 
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brought into play as sufficient additional rolling torque becomes available on the low speed shaft 
invention since this would have been desirable to produce electrical power.
